ABANDON AUTO AND

Band Believed to Be Same

Illinois Banks in Last 
Two Weeks. 


Bank robbers, operating for sev- 
eral weeks in nearby Illinois towns, 
today made their seventh success- 
ful raid, getting $12,637 from, the 
First National Bank of Columbia, 
Ill., 14 miles southeast of St. Louis, 
bringing the total losses in the 
seven bank robberies to $117,228. 

The Columbia bank was robbed 
by six men at 11:30 a. m. The 
robbers escaped in a Marmon au- 
tomobile stolen Aug. 23 at State 
and Fourteenth astreets, East St. 
Louis, from Stephen Knowles; 
abandoning the car at East Caron- 
delet and taking to a motor boat, 
in which they header north in the 
Mississippi River. 

Police Rush to Bridge. 

East St. Louis police, on being 
informed the robbers were headed 
upstream, rushed to Eads Bridge 
with riot guns, but were te)d there | 
that motor boat had passed up 
about 10 minutes before. St. Louis 
police rushed to McKinley Bridge 
and, other policemen in automo- 
biles were sent to patrol the Mis- 
sour! shore at far as the northern 
city limits. 

How Men Approached. 

The robbers approached the 
bank, which is at the corner of 
Main street and Schoening avenue, 
in the business gection of the town, 
from the direction of East St. 
Louis.

In the bank were E. H. Brucker 
and Robert Kunz, assistant cash- 
lers, and Misses Florence and Hil- 
da Kunz The girls are daagh- 
ters and Robert Kunz is the son 
of Henry Kunz, the cashier, who 
was out of town. 

With drawn revolvers the rob- 
bers entered and ordered the em- 
ployes to hold up their hands. They 
compelled Brucker to lie down, but 
a moment lajer ordered him to get 
up and open the door of the safe. 

They emphasized their orders 
with oaths. Miss Florence Kunz 
protested against the use of such 
language in her presence. They 
told her to be quiet and warned her 
not to try to reach a button to give 
an alarm. 

The money was taken from the 
cash drawers and from the safe. 
Employes Warncd. 

With a warning to the employes 
to give no alarm, the robbers ran 
out, Jumped into the car and sped 
away in the direction of East &t. 
louis. One of them, in jumping 
into the machine, dropped his 
weapon, a Colt’s automatic. 

In their flight the robbers drove 
past the business place of E. H. 
Gun@iach, a director of the bank, 
at the north end of town. He re- 
marked to John Adelsberger, Mayor 
of Dupo, who was talking to him, 
that they looked like bank rob- 
bers.

when Lovekamp and a constable 
called. Instead, they got what 
Lovekamp eadly termed “an old 
saloon picture.”’ 

Title of Picture Not Learned. 

Spectators in the courtroom, 


seemingly conversant with saloon 
pictures, sat up and took notice. 
Justice Rice suggested the picture 
was “Custer’s Last Fight,” but he 
was wrong. Another suggested the 
“Budweiser Girl” and the “Falstaff 
Girl.” Wrong, too. The title never 
was learned, but Harry Schneiders, 
son of Edgar, said the picture 
showed a buxom lady reclining on 
a couch. 

Lovekamp had other troubles. He 
got a Tyrola phonograph and rec- 
Ords and an electric fan, but he 
didn't get an iron safe, a steamer 
trunk, an electric vacuum cleaner 
or an Italian marble desk lamp. He 
said Schneiders told him he had 
made kindling wood of the trunk 
and had sold the safe and had the 
proceeds in his pocket. 

Schneiders then played his cards, 
exhibiting a release of all the mort- 
gages signed by Lovekamp. Love- 
kamp explained he had signed the 
releases , without consideration 
when Schneiders assureqd him he 
(Lovekamp) could thus “cover up” 
his holdings and prevent his wife, 
whom he had sued for divorce, 
from getting alimony. He accused 
Schneiders of fraudulent misrepre- 
sentations, but Justice Rice remind- 
ed him he was a party to the at- 
tempted fraud and, therefore, had 
not come into court with clean 
hands.

Lovekamp, as has been told, sold 
his farm at Queen City, Mo., a few 
years ago and came to St. Louls

lost his wife, too. His divorce suit 
alleges she ceased to love and ridi- 
culed him when he became impov- 
erished. 


Counsel for Lovekamp exhibited 
a stack of promissory notes which 
Schneiders had given Lovekamp 
along with the mortgages, and re- 
marked: . 

“I wouldn't give five cents for 
a bushel of these notes.’

She 
Was overcome on reaching the 
scene where the pilot’s body lay 
crushed about 10 yards from the 
wreckage. 

Motor Sinks Into Ground. 

The wrecking crew on clearing 
up the mass of tangled debris to- 
day found the motor of the plane 
imbedded three feet in the ground. 
It had struck the concrete abut- 
ment of one of the old war han- 


gars. 

As the plane hit the ground be- 
yond the vision of witnesses, it is 
not known how the airman got 
out of the cockpit. It is belleved 
that he either bounced out on 
landing or jumped in an effort to 
save his life. Pearson was making 
265 miles an hour when the crash 
came, observers said.

The City Plan Commission has 
prepared a plan for relieving traf- 
fic congestion on Grand boulevard. 
It provides for a new north-and- 
south street from Market street to 
Easton avenue, 450 feet west of 
Grand, and the widening of 
Theresa avenue, one block east of 
Grand. 

The improvement, if consum- 
mated, would cagt approximately 
$1,600,000, the commission esti- 
mates, and would necessitate con- 
demnation of much property, in- 
cluding the St. Louis Club build- 
ing at 3663 Lindell boulevard. 

Known as tne “Grand Avenue 
Traffic Relief,’’ the plan was ap- 
proved by the commission today 
and will be submitted to the Board 
of Public Service; probably on 
Tuesday. Should it be favored, it 
is estimated that at least five years 
would elapse before work could b2- 
gin. 
Would Condemn Dormitory. 

The proposal recommends that 
the new street be cut between 
Spring avenue and Grand boule- 
vard, starting at Market and con- 
tinuing north to Page boulevard, 
where it would continue to Easton 
over what is now Spring avenue. 
It would not disturb the new Scot- 
tish Rite Cathedral on Lindel 
boulevard. or Sheldon Memoriai on 
Washington boulevard, but would 
necessitate condemnation of a 
dormitory of St. Louis University, 
in addition to the St. Louis Club. 

Theresa avenue, under the plan, 
would be widened from Markct 
street to Lindell boulevard, to %9 
feet. It is now 60 feet wide. At 
Lindell, the widened Theresa ave- 
nue would fit in with the widen- 
ing of Lindell boulevard at that 
point to 100 feet as previously pro- 
posed. 

It is proposed that, ultimately, 
Theresa boulevard be continued 
north by condemnation from Lin- 
dell boulevard to Natural Bridge 


avenue, passing directly behind 
Central High School and St. Al- 
phonsus (Rock) Church. 

The St. Louis Club property is 
described in the report as the most 
valuable parcel which would be 
effected by the condemnation. 
This property, it is stated, was 
assessed at $126,000—$26,000 for 
ground and $100,000 for improve- 
ments. The commission, follow- 
ing the customary pian of doubling 
assessed valuations, has estimated 


the condemnation cost of this prop- | ff 


erty at $252,000, but, it is said, 
officials of the club have not been 
consulted for their opinion of the 
figure.

HIGHER FARES OR UNIFIED SERVICE. 
In support of the action of the Board of Public 


Service in granting permits for 43 additional miles, 
of bus line to the competitors of the United Railways. 
'it may be argued with plausibility that both kinds’

U. R., if it had been as much interested in serving 


the public as in serving itself, had its opportunity to 


inaugurate bus service supplementing its rail lines 


before the other company appeared.

_sidiary, in making its application for lines condition- 
a! on the exclusion of competing lines in the same.

Admitting the worth of these arguments, the proba-, 
bility must be faced that the general granting of 
permits for competition with the U. R. means a 
rise in the cost of street transportation service. It 
means more car miles, more labor, more overhead, 
for each fare. It is a reinauguration of the expen- 
sive, nonunified, haphazard service which existed 
before the old St. Louls street car lines were com- 
bined into a single system. 

If the mass of people who buy their transportation 
are prepared for an increase in fares this condition 
will suit them. They appear to take readily to the 
10-cent bus fee. That being the case they can hardly 
expect in the long run to pay less for rail rides de 
manding more costly equipment. If the street car’ 
company should make an application for such an in- 
crease at once, however, it undoubtedly would be an. 
swered with a long and loud protest. 

In the fact that the People’s Bus Co. made its ap- 
plication first, and in the monopolistic condition at- 
tached by the U. R. subsidiary to its application, the 
Board of Public Service has a plausible defense for 
its action. It has lost sight, however, of the goal 
the Post-Dispatch has repeatedly pointed out to it— 
that of unified service on a cost of service basis. 
Competition in street transportation has been aban- 
doned because, under modern conditions, it is waste- 
ful and impossible. It becomes a question merely of 
which competitor shall sell out and which shall op 
erate. Regulation for economy of service and the 
limitation of profits is the one way to maintain ade 
quate service at popular rates. 

Bus line permits have the effect of a franchise. 
On the strength of these permits investments are 
made which run into the millions. Can the Public 
e Board expect the United Railways to main- 
tain service at present fares while a competing bus 
line takes the cream of the traffic-and severely re- 
duees its income? If a cost of service plan were 
to be put into effect the city would control fares and 
competition would be elimimated for a regulated, 
unified service.

The drastic antiliquor laws are not solely the. 
product of fanaticism or war frenzy. The real gen- 
esis of our prohibition laws is to be found in the per- 
liquor interests, | 
coupled with lax enforcement of those laws. It is 
doubtful if the attempt at prohibition could ever | 
have justified itself sufficiently in public opinion to 
warrant the experiment had the liquor interests been 
willing to conform to tolerable regulation. They 
were not willing. They persisted in flouting or evad- 
ing laws designed to remove the objectionable fea- 
tures of thé business until public patience was ex- 
hausted | 

The profiteers are following the same course. They 
scheme and plot and contrive to evade laws enacted | 
to prevent price-fixing and are so successful at it. 
that sincere public officials find it impossible to 
suppress those practices. Prosecutions are instituted 
and penalties are inflicted in the way of fines or 
ousters, but the game of profiteering goes ruthiess- | 
ly on. 
Seemingly there is no object lesson to our price 
fixers in the fate that befell the liquor interests. But 
they are headed for the same finish. Our business 
men who will not do business squarely and in ac | 
cordance with the spirit as well as the letter of the 
law will be put out of business as surely as were the 
liquor interests. The process may be different. it 
may be harsher and more violent, but the ultimate 
outcome cannot be doubted. |
